LONDON, Sept, 21.—Creation 
of a war supply council and

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These Things Are Vital 


It was war on wheels that swept 
through Poland and wrecked its defence 
system in eighteen days. No other means | 
of transport would have enabled the in- 
vaders to swarm over the country so rap- 
idly and mobilize so quickly at strategic | 
points. Conditions were of course ideal 
for the use of motorized equipment, but in 
those conditions the efficiency of the new 
type has been terribly demonstrated. 

The moral for Canada is plain. It may 
almost be said the Polish war was won in | 
the German machine shops where motor- 
ized tanks, guns, army transport trucks 
and airplanes were turned out. Making in 
Canada equipment and munitions for 
Britain and France is not a mere incidental 
contribution to the fighting strength of 
the Allies. It is vital. In the end it is “the 
man with the rifle’ who wins a war, but 
he can’t win a modern war if he has | 
nothing but a rifle to fight with and no 
means of transport but his feet. 


The Initial Program 


Canada’s immediate program of co- | 
operation with Britain and France has 
been announced in some detail. These mea- | 
sures have been agreed upon in consulta- | 
tion with the British Government, as those 
which will for the present contribute most 
to the successful prosecution of the war. 

It is apparent from the plans that the 
immediate need is not men in the mass, | 
but trained airmen and other technicians | 
—and munitions and supplies of all kinds. | 

Hence the training of airmen and | 
technical experts is to be speeded up. And 
two divisions are to be enlisted and trdin- 
ed for overseas service, should they be re- 
quired later. Men enlisted in the defence 
forces will be given opportunity to join 
these expeditionary divisions. 

Under the other heading, credits are 
to be created in Canada on Britain’s ac- 
count, to pay for purchases in the Domin- 
ion. Specifically it is stated the British 
authorities went naval craft—sub-chasers 
apparently; and in general all other types 
of munitions and supplies which can be 
produced here. 

This program is not of course an at- 
tempted outline of the part Canada will 
play in the struggle. It is only a progress 
report as to what is urgently required. 
Future needs, and the measures to meet 
them, will appear as events unfold. No one { 
can foresee, and no one is attempting to | 
predict, what services Canadians will be | 
asked to render before the end is reached. 
For the present the job in hand is to set 
resolutely about the carrying out of these 
initial plans.

The Crowing At Danzig 


The Fuehrer’s speech to the Danzigers 
on Tuesday was the usual composition of | 
falsehood and bombast. It is further and | 
conclusive evidence of the impossibility of 
making any bargain with him that would 
stick. Facts, treaties, international law, 
humanitarian considerations, mean noth- 
ing when they run counter to the Hitler 
will. 

The context of the speech, from the 
lips of a man fresh from the rape of a 
country upon which he had not the slight- 
est need or excuse to levy war, is his own 
condemnation as a wilful and designing 
aggressor. 

If he had any intent to suggest the re- 
storation of peace with Britain and 
France, the Fuehrer took the surest of al! 
ways to kill a chance that the hint might 
be accepted. He made the terms impos- 
sible unless these countries were willing 
to adopt his own code of morals, and sacri- 
fice alike the respect of the world and their 
respect for themselves. Poland had been 
crushed; why not accept the fact and stop 
the fighting? That was his brazen pro- 
posal. The crime had beer 
accomplished; why not make friends with 
the perpetrator? 

Apparently it is 
Herr Hitler that statesmen of other coun- 
tries should have any higher regard for 
their pledged word than he has. Nor that 
they should see in the destruction of Po- 
land a reason why countries which do not | 
want to meet the same fate should take 
arms against him. 

What hope could there be of peace in 
the world while a man of that stamp holds | 
arbitrary power over a great nation? Hit- 
lerism must go before men and women 
anywhere can live securely in the shelter

He Chose His Time 


When Poland was invaded and Britain 
and France precipitated into war, France 
had unfilled orders in the United States 
for airplanes and other munitions amount- 
ing to more than $56 millions. While li- 
censes had been taken out totalling $72 
millions, only $15 millions’ worth of sup- 
plies, or about one-fifth, had actually been 
delivered. Britain was in rather better 
position, having taken delivery of $21 mil- 
lions’ worth of munitions during the pre- 
sent year. Out of a total of $115 mil- 
lions authorized for export, less than half, 
or $56 millions’ worth, had been shipped. 

The figures show the advantage that 
was gained by the Fuehrer in forcing the 
show-down while Britain and France had 
obtained only a small fraction of the U. S. 
equipment they calculated they would 
need to even the score. This advantage 
was obviously tremendous, large enough 
to suggest that for the time the Peace 
Allies have to adopt defensive rather than 
an offensive strategy. It suggests also 
the difference that will’ be made in the 
situation if and when the U. S. neutrality 
law is amended to permit the delivery of 
the balance of the munitions on order 
there. 

The manufacturers of fighting air- 
planes and other equipment on British and 
French account are said to be going*ahead 
steadily with production, expecting that 
the ban will be lifted and delivery made 
possible. If the expectation is fulfilled, 
the striking power of the Allies will be 
quickly built up, and the advantage gain- 
ed by the Nazis in arming long before 
their plans were disclosed will diminish. 

Hitler knew when to strike, but if he 
cannot win while he has superiority of 
armament, his chances will be nil when 
the superiority passes to the other side. 


The commander of the naval dockyard 
at Halifax issued a statement saying: 
“Fairly reliable reports indicate that a 
submarine may haye been operating off 
the Nova Scotia coast Tuesday.” The an- 
nouncement is recommended to the atten- 
tion of any who may have supposed that 
Canada is too far away from Europe to be 
molested by the Nazis. 


The defenders of Warsaw, deserted by 
their government and their general, but 
fighting to the death against unnumbered 
odds, afford a spectacle of heroism to 
match that of the Belgians in 1914. And 
while it may not be “war” in the Napo- 
leonic sense, they have kept a large Nazi 
army busy that would otherwise have 
been heading for the western front. 


Mr. R. A. Smith, K.C., who investi- 
gated the matter on behalf of the Provin- 
cial Government, says he found no dispo- 
sition on the part of manufacturers or dis- 
tributors to hold back supplies of sugar, 
and that where retailers were unable to 
fill orders this was because earlier cus- 
tomers had bought more than usual and 
left the store shelves empty for the time. 
The clear conclusion is that hoarding is 
not necessary, and is not wise.

Still the Kaiser's Aims 


Anne O'Hare McCormick in New York Times 


In Germany, as in Russia, out of the lower 
depths has risen a leader who is the image of 
the frustration and the war-warped mind of the 
mass—the mass whose welded hates are the 
true “dynamic” of the modern tyrant. 

Hitler took orders in the last war. The 
corpora] who has become supreme commander 
Wages a war against all “superiors” in Germany 
as well as elsewhere. Not to realize this, and 
that the status quo he fights is also the estab- 
lished order of the world, the rule of reason, 
tradition and law, is to miss the new element in 
this war. Hitler can deal with Stalin because the 
two are more akin than either is to any other 
European statesman. 

But this revolutionary imperialism is still 
imperialism. Hitler's Germany is not the 
Kaiser's, but it has the same aims, larger in scale 
because Hitler wants to include all the frag- 
ments of Austria in his German empire, more 
violent and reckless in execution because the 
Nazis know only cave-man methods. It’s the 
same war—and an appalling commentary on 
slaughter as the solution of any issue or the end 
of anything, expect the lives of the best and 
bravest of the human race. 

This is the thought that overwhelms all 
others. Aside from the humiliation of being 
forced to fight because one man insists on war, 
the chief horror of what the world is about to 
endure again is its proved uselessness and in- 
conclusiveness, 

We see Europe not only mobilized but 
immobilized. Until the end of the struggle no 
European is free to move. Whether or not he 
lives in a country at war, his life is no longer 
his own. 


Plea For National Effort 


This letter from the Toronto Globe and 
Mail of Sept. 11, was written by Mr. J. M. 
Macdonnell, a well-known Conservative, 
president of the National Trust Company, 
who served in the last war and won the 
Military Cross and the Croix de Guerre. It 
is a plea for tolerance and national unity. 


May I venture to make some comments on 
the present situation in the hope that what I say 
may, in however small a way, contribute to 
that unity of spirit which we now need and 
which we all so greatly desire. 

The words of our Prime Minister, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King, in his broadcast a week ago, have 
indicated the way to this national unity. While 
not ignoring the claims of “King and Country,” 
he made clear that we are engaged in a cause 
which transcends all national boundaries. .. . 

To those who, like myself, might be described 
as Imperialists ‘our duty seems clear—we are 
part of the Empire, we have shared in the priv- 
ileges and cannot turn aside when faced with the 
ultimate responsibility. But let us remember 
that there are many of our fellow-citizens—in 
the Province of Quebec and elsewhere—who 
have not, and cannot be expected to have, feel- 
ings like ours. I mean, of course, people whose 
roots are not in Great Britain and who of neces- 
sity lack a whole range of feelings and relation- 
ships which we have. Many of them have been 
troubled by what they regard as a tendency on 
our part to take part in Imperial concerns which 
are of no real interest to us. In these circum- 
stances it will be natural for them to be affected 
by our approach to this whole question at the 
present time. If they feel that our attitude to- 
ward the war is that it is an Empire war and 
that we must take part in it merely because of 
our Imperial obligation, they will certainly have 
doubts and fears. Let us (and by us I mean par- 
ticularly those of Anglo-Saxon origin in the 
Province of Ontario) bear this in mind and act 
accordingly. 

What do I mean by acting accordingly? Well, 
of course, I do not mean that we should conceal 
our feelings of duty to the Empire, Briefly what 
I do mean is that we should stress the thoughts 
Mr. King so well expressed when he said: “There 
is no home in Canada, no family, and no indi- 
vidual whose fortunes and freedom are not 
bound up in the present struggle.” 

And how fully we ought to be able to agree 
on a few simple and basic things whether we are 
Imperialists, isolationists, French-Canadians or 
citizens of the other non-Anglo-Saxon races 
within our borders. 

In the first place we can agree that we all 
with one accord regard civil and religious liberty 
as one of the essentials of life and that we must 
defend it by every means in our power. 


In the second place we can agree that this war 
has been forced on us. The events of the last 
few weeks have made it clear that Hitler Coes not 
want—indeed would not have toleratcd—any 
concessions by compromise or agreement, but 


was determined to extort them by force 

In the third place all will agree that the dire 
results of a German victory are far more clear 
today than in 1914. In 1914 we suspected and 
feared that a victorious Germa would be a 
menace to the peace happiness of the rest 
of the-world, but not in our most extravagant 
imaginations of these days did we dream of
